New fee schedule to be 
discussed Nov. 14 


i’u'pusod new fees for services will cost Sierra 
Madieans considerably more than the total they now 
pa\ the city in property taxes, if the City Council 
adoptv an ordinance on the Nov. 14 council agenda 
seilriy new ot increased fees for 102 city services. 

file proposed fees will cost residents over $1.3 
million a year, compared to slightly over $1 million 
they aic now paying in property taxes. 

The icev proposed in a $65,000 study conduct¬ 
ed by Management Services Institute (MSI), are based 
on iccovcnng 1(K) percent of the cost of the ser¬ 
vices, including personnel services, operational ex- 
pen .’s, gvneial administration and overhead and 
cap i! replacement, encompassing an estimated 
$6S : million in depreciable fixed assets, such as 
equ.’micnt, furniture, vehicles and such major items 
as liH various public buildings, parks, sewer and 
watei ^yslem5, streets, parking lots and new acquisi- 
tioi 

.ome $300,(K)0 in new and increased fees are 
P' posed for this year, with various phased in- 
ciwww set to peak in two to three vears. 

The report leans heavily on the premise that 
currently many services are wholly or partially 
supported by the general tax-paying public, but 
benefit only portions of the taxpayers (i.e., use of 
the public pool, or plan checks), and therefore place 
an unfair burden on those who do not benefit. 

However, it includes proposals for initiating 
new lees or assessments for various services which 


do benefit all of the taxpayers, such as street 
sweeping and maintenance of street trees. 

Among the proposed increases would be a 1000 
percent increase in sewer fees, from 50 cents per 
month to $10 per month, and a 35 percent 
increase in water rates. Both would be phased in 
over a period of several years. 

A few of the services would require assess¬ 
ment districts, necessitating a vote of those who 
would be included in the district. 

Several services, such as maintenance of street 
trees and street sweeping, would by citywide. 
A 51 percent approval would be required to insti¬ 
tute these and the council will have to decide whether 
or not to place them on the April city election 
ballot. 

The ordinance places the decision for future 
increases in fees with the City Administrator on an 
“as needed” basis, although at least an annual pub¬ 
lic hearing is mandated. 

The $\.3 mUUon infusion of funds from new 
fees and assessments for services, added to the 
$8.4 million in revenue bonds approved by the coun¬ 
cil a year ago, should more than provide an ade¬ 
quate financial base for both maintenance and capi¬ 
tal improvements in the forseeable future. 

Whether or not the residents, particularly those 
01 fixed incomes, can afford it is another question.

Hillside groups assaii iatest 
CC recommendations 


Members of Sierra Madre’s Hillside Coalition, 
when contacted for their opinions, unanimously 
opposed the latest recommendations of the City 
Council for hillside zoning. 

The recommendations would allow a large band, 
running from east to west in an arbitrary line, 
along the lower slopes to remain R-1-15,(X)0, mean¬ 
ing that it could be developed in lots of 15,(XX) 
square feet. 

It also would exempt the R-1-15 band from 
Conditional Use Permits (CUP), or design review, 
as the Planning Commission had recommended for 
all hillside property. 


The council’s proposal would, in addition, ex¬ 
empt all properties of one-half acre or less from 
any of the requirements of the Hillside Ordinance. 
There are more than 30 such parcels in private 
hands. 

The Planning Commission, by contrast, recom¬ 
mends that all properties above the 1200-foot eleva¬ 
tion level be restricted to one house per 40 acres 
and those below to three different zones ranging 
from one house per five acres through one per 10, 
to one per 20 acres. 

The council’s proposal would have a mid-band

Raise the flag 
for veterans

Originally called Armistice Day, 
the holiday was first recognized in the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France on Nov. 11, 1918, to celebrate 
the ending of World War 1. After the 
armistice, it became a day of remem¬ 
brance for all war casualties from 
those countries. In 1945, the obser¬ 
vance was expanded to include World 
War II casualties. 

With the end of the Korean War in 
1954, the day officially was pro¬ 
claimed Veterans Day in the United 
States. However, from 1971 to 1977 it 
was observed on the fourth Monday in 
October. This date, which separated 
the holiday from the original anniver¬ 
sary of the armistice, proved unpopu¬ 
lar. The official observance of Vet¬ 
erans Day was returned to Nov. 11 in

That 
was a good thing because 
there at the hotel they 
have generator power 
and a water supply.

The man is M. Scott Peck and the leap 
was his book, “The Road Less Traveled. 
A New Psychotogy of Love, Traditional Values 
and Spiritual Growth.”

Back to taking a look at the findings of the 
Economics Research Associates (ERA) market¬ 
ing niche report. We’ve commented on the sub¬ 
stantial loss of retail sales to shopping centers 
and malls outside Sierra Madre, based on our 
estimated household income and projected per 
capita retail purchasing by Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents. 

ERA points out in the summary: “If Sierra 
Madre were unconstrained by nearby competi¬ 
tion, it might have demanded twice the re¬ 
tail floor area it now possesses. The potential 
for additional retail capture must be based 
upon a conservative look at the realistic market 
population of 11,200 within the city, and 
perhaps an additional 5000 plus residents on the 
immediate periphery (in Arcadia).’’ 

The consultant is making one of several 
basic professional evaluations that begins to 
describe what our downtown’s economic make¬ 
up can realistically become between now and 
the year 2000. He is saying that economic 
viability (ability to survive) of current and future 
retail shops in downtown Sierra Madre is directly 
linked to a market place with an esti¬ 
mated population of 16,000, give or take a 
few. 


From a positive perspective that means an 
aggressive, competitive managed downtown 
could attract higher levels of sales than are 
currently being experienced. ERA’S analysis 

. . suggests that a 131,000-square-foot 
neighborhood shopping center might capture 
$22.6 million in taxable sales, as compared 
to the current S10.2 million in the city.” 

The reason for this comparison? A pre¬ 
viously conducted Main Street property survey 
shows a total of 350,000 square feet in com¬ 
mercial structures. Roughly 155,0(X) square feet 
of that space (at the time) was retail floor 
space. 

What kind of improvement in retail sales 
might downtown be able to achieve? Again, 
according to the ERA analysis, “. . . it does 
not seem a difficult realistic goal to target 
capture an additional $4 million to $6 million in new 
taxable retail sales in the near term future — 
equivalent to Sierra Madre residents spending 
$356 to $535 per year more at home than is 
not the case. 

Later in the report, ERA consultant David 
Wilcox outlines a number of specific strategies 
and decisions to be made by commercial 
property owners, existing businesses, local 
government as well as the business community 
leadership represented by Main Street and the 
Chamber of Commerce. If you rush off to the 
Sierra Madre library to review the study you 
will not necessarily find these specifics called 
out in one, two, three order. Many of them are 
“implied” or the lesult of moves and directions 
recommended in various sections of the study. 
The key to having economic development 
oriented decisions made rests, as I’ve stressed 
often before, in the ability or our business, 
political and governmental decision makers to 
make them cooperatively . .. and together.

The Los Angeles County Committee on &hool 
District Organization turned down the petition to 
secede from Pasadena Unified School District last 
Wednesday, following several months of controversy 
and two public hearings, one in Pasadena and one 

in Arcadia. . . ... 

The committee found that the petitioners did 

not meet two of the required criteria: that a 
secession must not upset the racial balance of a 
district or disrupt its educational programs. 

Because Pasadena would lose 11.2 percent of 
its white students if the 635 Sierra Madre children 
in PUSD schools left through the secession, this 
issue has been prevalent in discussions with those 
fighting secession. The Sierra Madre group opposed 

to secession called itself All Children Count. 

The group of parents proposing secession identi¬ 
fied themselves as Sierra Madre Parents for Better 
Education. They believe that the Pasadena schools 
are not safe and that the educational program is 
lacking. 

State could overturn decision 

Now that the county committee turned down 
the petition, the committee’s recommendation to the 
State Board of Education is obvious: they believe 
that there should be no election. Turning down the 
petition bars the communities from election unless, 
of course, the State Board of Education overturns 
the county committee’s recommendation. 

Arcadia School Board requested holding an 
election besides the one that would be held for the 
Pasadena School District. 

The State Board will probably take three to four 

months to reach a decision. 

’ On the same day, the committee turned down 
a request by parents in the strip of land known as 
Chapman Woods to attend San Marino Schools in¬ 
stead of Pasadena Schools. 

Concerning the committee’s decision. Sue Levoe, 
co-petitioner for Sierra Madre Parents for Better 
Education, said, “We’re still going to the state 
hearings. The state is better equipped to look at 
racial trends and balance than the county. We will 
go to the state meetings as concerned parents. 
This issue is now out of the county’s hands. We 
will turn in a report within the next 30 days to the 
state and that group will begin to contact us.’’ 
County Committee was good 

She continued. “The county committee was 
' very, very good to us. They did their jobs and they 
' did them well. They were working with a criteria

Bart Doyle, co-petitioner for SMPBE, said, “The 
State Board of Education has up to 120 days to 
act from the date the county acted. The State 
Board has full authority to override everything deter¬ 
mined at the county level. The State Board will 
meet early next year to consider this secession 
issue. The county wants to get it off their hands. 
They acted immediately. They didn’t look at the 
underlying legal issues. The problem is not white 
flight, neighbors leaving the city. The problem is 
people pulling their kids out of a school that is 
inadequate. The county was not willing to address 
the basic issue: that the schools are not performing. 
They used the traditional formula to say there was 
going to be racial impact. They ignored the real state 
of the law as it has been interpreted by the courts.” 
Racial impact/standards/safety 

He continued, “We’ll be raising this question 
of proper determination of racial impact with the 
state board and asking them to reverse the county 
and schedule an election. At no point has PUSD 
and the county committee addressed poor educa¬ 
tional standards and student safety.” 

Gloria Griffiths, an active opponent of seces¬ 
sion told The News, “I hope that is the end so 
our community can work together for the good 
of the children. It’s been distressing to me to see 
two sides on an issue such as this. I’m speaking 
not just as a parent but as a teacher as well.” 

Bonnie Hidas, another opponent of secession, 
said, “I refer back to the letter I wrote earlier. It has 
to be very difficult to change districts in Cali¬ 
fornia or there would be chaos between areas 
and in education. I can see that in the great scope 
of education, criteria for changing districts must be 
very strict because there are so many districts in 
California.”

zoned at one house per 10 acres and a top band 
at one per 40 acres. 

George and Gerda Enyedi stated, “Apparently, 
intimidation by a small but loud opposition, using 
the well-known scare doctrine of ‘Do as we tell 

you ... or we’ll sue,’ has influenced . . . our 
council members.” 

They continued, “The Hillside Coalition, the 
Homeowner’s Association and the majority of 
Sierra Madre’s population . . . fully support ... the 
Hillside Ordinance (but) without compromising for

the benefit of a few, at the expense of the majority.” 

Gurdon Miller, a senior city planner for the city 
of Los Angeles, termed the council’s proposal 
“A step backwards. The city has an absolute 
right to zone property according to what is appro¬ 
priate and there is lots of case law to back this. 
Threats of lawsuits are nothing but smokescreens. 

“We need council people who will stand up to 
the pressure of individual property owners and de¬ 
velopers for the well-being of the entire city,” 
he said. 

Steven Broyles, an environmental attorney, 
gave his opinion of the council’s proposal as “not 
very workable — arbitrary. It ignores the topo¬ 
graphy of the land. The 12()0-foot elevation 
(demarcation) is closer to the optimum solution, but 
it is possible some other solution would be best, sUch 
as varying density as a function of several things — 
steepness of the hillside. Potential hazard from fault 
zones must be considered, along with drainage, 
fire hazard and other factors.” 

Julie Rosenthal added that she felt the coun¬ 
cil’s proposal was “Much too weak. I support 
what the Planning Commission originally recom¬ 
mended.” 

Verna Chilton stated that the Coalition “would 
oppose the council’s proposal if it is not changed. 
We favor this Planning Commission’s viewpoint. 
Real problems could be created with no CUP 
or design review.” 

Caroline Brown pointed to the topo map of 
Sierra Madre showing minute valleys sided by steep 
ridges within the proposed R-1-15 band. She noted 
that the city of Claremont has an ordinance which 
sets density zoning according to incline which she 
feels would bear looking into as a possibly better 
alternative. 

Joy Phillips stated that she felt there needed 
to be less emphasis on profit by landowners. 

Several members mentioned one council mem¬ 
ber’s reference to the “onslaught” of property ow¬ 
ners objecting to the proposed ordinance. 

“If they consider three or four property 
owners an ‘onslaught,’ then the preservationists, 
who have packed the council chambers to standing 
room only, constitute a whole voting block,” said 
Chilton. 

“The council should realize that this may 
well become a deciding issue in the next election,” 
she said. 

The group is urging its members and all preserva¬ 
tion-minded citizens to attend the City Council pub¬ 
lic hearing on the matter, set for Nov. 14.
